‘COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec, 3.—The word 
| “hell” must be eliminated from col- 
lege songs and yells at the University 
of Missouri, according to a decree 
issued yesterday by Dr, A. Ross Hill, 
president. For several years the 
students have been using this short, 
little word to express their antagon- 
iam for their ancient enemy, the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. 

In an address before the student 
body, Dr. Hill said: “I have always 
thought the use of these terms be- 
neath the dignity of the university, 
but I refrained from speaking of it’ 
before Thanksgiving for fear of hurt- 
ing the spirit. I hope that in the 
future they will not be used by 
students of the university.”

The court declined to admit ‘Walsh to 
bail, but permitted him, on his motion, 
to defer the beginning of the sentence, 
pending the application to the Supreme 
Court, meanwhile placing him in the 
custody of the United States Marshal. 

After the decision was read Walsh was 
taken into custody by Deputy United 
States Marshal Edward Northrup. The 
custody is “‘special,’’. whereby a deputy 
marshgl will acompany Walsh wherever 
he goes, but will not place him behind 
barred doors, for the present at least. 

Arguinents will be made next Tuesday 
on a motion of Walsh's counsel to re- 
open the case and present further rea- 
sons why the mandate should be stayed 
until application can. be made to the 
United States Supreme Court for relief.

The .case in which the ruling of the 
Court was ahnounced today has been, 
in.different phases, prominently before 
the public since the three Walsh banks 
—the Chicago National Bank, the Home 
Savings Bank and the Equitable Trust 
Co.—were closed Dec. 18, 190. An in- 
dictment containing 182 counts was 
voted against Walsh Jan. 9, 1907, a Fed- 
eral grand jury charging him with mis- 
applying funds of the Chicago Nationa) 
Bank while he was its president. In 
November of the saime year his trial be- 
gan before Judge A. B. Anderson in the 
Federal District Court. Jan. 18, 1908, a 
verdict finding him guilty on 54 counts 
of the indictment was returned by the 
jury. 

In the trial repeated reference was 
made to ‘‘memorandum notes’’ for large 
amounts, signed by minor employes of 
the bank, and secured by bonds and

About the Pole, Though.

A double file of men and women 
formed an aisle for Commander Robert 
BE. Peary Friday’ afternoon at Union 
Station, as he passed from his train to 
the automobile waiting to convey-him to 
the St. Louis Club. 

Hardly a cheer was heard as the tall 
conqueror of the North, in company of 
David R. Francis, Charles F. Wenne- 
ker, A. W. Douglas, James E. Smith 
and others from business organizations, 
passed through the midway, carrying in 
his hand a small wooden box which con- 
tains his 90 treasured lantern views, 
the feature of his Friday night lecture 
at the Coliseum. 

The silent welcomers saw a man of 
powerful build, with bristling reddish 
mustaches, wearing a slouch hat and 
looking every inch a commander. 

Won't Talk of Cook. 

“T am in your hands,’’ said the ex- 
plorer to the Million Club’s committee. 
His manner to his hosts, as it had been 
toward fellow passengers on: the train, 
was the soul of suavity and courtesy. 
No eyidence seemed to remain of the 
mental tension which marked his man- 
ner in the days when the Cook contro- 
versy raged most flercely. Instead, his 
manner was that of a man who, having 
warned. the public not to be fooled, felt 
that he had done ’his duty, and that no 
one could in future blame him for hav- 
ing withheld the warning. 

Questions about the ‘missing Dr. 
Cook,” put to him on his: arrival at 
the station, Were answered decisively, 
though not at all grimly, with the state- 
ment that he would talk of his own 
work only. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, who met his train at In- 
dianapolis, Commander Peary made it 
‘clear that he would do his’ best in his 
Coliseum lecture to avoid the subject 
of Cook and the Cook controversy. At 
‘tthe same time, his statement, that. he 
would speak wholly without notes, left 
room for the belief that’ he might ‘go 
farther jnto the delicate subject, which 
is never far from ‘his thoughts, than an 
intended. He said: 

} “_ shall speak without notes. A 
wan who has been at the North Pole 
ean tell about it without notes.” 











lion ‘Population ‘Club.’ who, met : Com- 
mander Peary in Philadelphia, was his 
traveling companion. The other pas- 
sengers soon discovered.the discoverer 
and as he ran ‘his treasured slides 
through his big silk handkerchief, those 
on the train became his audience. 

There wag handclapping when, hold- 
ing one of the views to the window, 
Commander Peary showed the Stars 
and Stripes flying: at the pole, and safd: 

“That's what the whole thing means, 
what it. all stands for, divorced from 
any personal element. It means that 
whoever placed it there—the American 
flag is the‘only flag that has ever been 
taised—the. only . one ‘that could. be 
raised—at the pole.”’ 

‘There,’ he said, as he held two slides 
simultaheously to the light, “you can 
see what. that march to.the pole and 
back meant to the men who spend their 
whole livés in Arctic climes.” 

Shows “Before and After” Photos. 

One picture was that of a:round-faced, 
laughing Eskimo, showing every tooth in 
his glee at being photographed. The 
othér was a face as jank and serious ag 
the Commaznder’s own, a*face which it 
did not seem could be the same as that 
in the other view, But it was. A simi- 
lar effect* was shown in’ “before and 
after” pictures of another Eskimo. 

‘‘Remember, we had .not been on short 
rations,” he said. “It was the hard, 
grinding toil of those 413 miles each way. 
And these are. adults—tough, seasoned 
men.’

Frank H. Ruhr, 2 years old, 1526 
North Eighth street, and Fred Bianchi, 
23 years old, 1619 Franklin avenue. were 
arrested Friday by Detectives O’Brien 
and Garvey on warrants issued in Hast 
St. Loulg charging them with the mur- 
der of William Cordes, 16 years old. son 
of Henry J. Cordes, °517 Farrar street, 
whose body was found in Blatt Lake in 
August, 1908.  — 

Three other warrants have been issued 
and search. is being made for the men 
named in these. 

The issuance of the warrants is the re- 
sult of the work of the mother of the 
young man in gathering evidence. When 
her son’s body was found the Coroner’s 
verdict was that death had ‘been acci- 
dental, but Mrs. Cordes believed the boy 
had been ‘murdered. ~- 

Facts Given to Police. 

She set to work: gathering evidence 
and brought such facts to the attention 
ef the East St. Louis authorities that 
they @ssued the warrants.

The usual dose is one-quarter grain 
the first day; and this may be increased 
up to three grains a day. Cases have 
been known where four grains given in 
a single dose did not Gause death, but 


large a dose.

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“GASSING” FLOUR MILLS. 
Agricultural Department Report. 

Millers, Hke people in other occupa- 
tions, have their troubles, and insett 
troubles are not the least of these. 
Formerly they had to contend with 
grain weevils and flour beetles, which 
they ‘thought very troublesome, but in 
recent years these pests haye sunk into 
insignificance compared with the Medit- 
erranean flour moth. It is now less 
than twenty years since this insect first 
invaded the United States, but now it 
has spread until it infests mills in near- 
ly all parts of the country, and is the 
main source of complaint from the mill- 
ers. When a mill becomes badly in- 


fumigate at longer or shorter inter- 
vals. These operations are in them- 
selves expensive, and the loss is great- 
ly augmented by necessary stoppage 
of the mill. 

Among the insecticides employed 
against this pest sulphur and bisulphid 
of carbon,have been most prominent, 
but danger of fire is an objectionable 
feature with both. Besides, fumigation 
with these has never been wholly ef- 
fective. Hydrocyanic acid gas was pro- 
posed 10 years ago, and some tests were 
made, which did not prove entirely satis- 


ly gas has been more fully and care- 
fully tested with most promising suc- 
cess. 

The chief danger of using this gas 
is its deadly character, and it must 
therefore be used with the greatest 
caution. But, on account of its com-? 
parative cheapness and effectiveness, 
“gassing’’ will probably take the place 
of other methods in dealing with the 
Mediterranean flour moth.
